CHARITY BEGINS AT HOME. 


THis good old adage may be very appropri- 
ately turned to account in considering the 
question which has been submitted to the 
various Municipal Councils by MR. GEORGE 
SHENTON. That the news of a terrible famine 
spreading throughout the Indian Empire, with 
all its terrible consequences, should evoke a 
feeling of sympathy in the minds of the oòlo- 
nists, rousing them to deeds of benevolence, is 
but natural, and it is a well-known character- 
istic of ts English race that the cry of dis- 
tress, from whatever quarter of the globe it 
may arise, is sure to be followed by united 
action on our part. That our zeal in this 
respect is too often misdirected is an indispar- 
able fact, and that any misdirection at the 
present juncture with all the hideous features 
of another wretched season staring us in the 
face would be productive of scrious consc- 
quences, is not less so, and shouid guide us in 
our deliberations on this sabject. ‘That auy- 
thing momentous is likely to arise out of this 
appeal to the people we are not disposed to 
admit, nor do we for a moment apprehend 
there will be cause for alarm on the score of 
“too free giving " for our convictions point nn- 
mistakably to the belief that but a small 
minority of our settlers are sufliciently inde- 
pendent to be large-hearted, in the ordinary 
acceptation of the term, while many are not 
even solvent, and therefore their givings must 
of necessity be limited, But this is not the 
position we would assume with reference to 
our text. Western Australia is a poor colony, 
undoubtedly the poorest of the Australian 
group, with a struggling population of only 
26,000 souls, who, to use a hackneyed phrase 
are living from hand to mouth, without any 
prospect of improvement, hampered with a 
restrictive Constitution framed in the dark 
ages, and framed so that the rich man per 
petually lives on the pour man, grinding out 
iis vory existence, and placing him somewhat 
in th: position of a worm. That such a limited 
population even nuder the most exceptionally 
favorable circumstances ‘would be able to do 
unything towards’ tbe relief of sixty millions 
of starving Indians is but a romantic idea, aud 
when considered in connection with our pre- 
sent state, at a time when every industry is 
more or less stagnated, and the people depend- 
ent on their neighbors for a supply of the ne- 
cessary clement to their existence, with a ten- 
dency to anything but improvement, the ab- 
surdity of the thing is intensified in the high- 
est degree Here we are talking of doing some- 
thing to alleria + the =u fering: of India’s mih 
lions,—the land that c=" hese uf its primes, 

laces erected in two sat a cost ofa 
million or so of money wi.uuat any vstensible 
Veyend the reception of the Prince af 
Wiel. W the wealth of a single nati» 2 
prince voisi ii a great many cases far exceed 
that of onr whole colony, and where England 
has been obliged to interpose her authority to 
revent these prinees from accumulating such 
immense sums of money as at Gwalior and 
Cashmere,—simply ignoring the dread picture 
painted for us at home and not too vividly 
painted either. Let us look to the wants of 
our own struggling poor first, and if it be 
found necessary, which it undoubtedly will be, 
judging from the lamentable reports which 
reach our ears daily of the unwuicome appear- 
ance of blightand red rust aniong the crops, 
let the Government step in and shew them- 
selves equal to the occasion hy importing a. 
supply of flour, and selling it oul in small quan- 
ities at such a rate as not to press unduly on 
their small earnings, and thereby relieve them 
of the burden which is too often thrust upon 
them through the selfishness of those who, 
while they preach Charity, seldom find courage 
to practise it, When this has been effected, 
let us turn our attention to India.

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BEVERLEY FAIR. 


THE Annual Show of Stock under the auspices 
of the Beverley Agricultural Society took place 
on the Show Ground, on Friday, the 19th inst. 
The attendance of spectators was not large, 
notwithstanding the varied and attractive pro- 
gramme, owing in a great measure to the cx- 
treme dryness of the season and to its beiug 
held just in the middle of shearing. The day 
was unusually hot for the time of year, and 
the sheep suffered much in consequence, there 
being no covering provided for them. Upwards 
of thirty lots of sheep were penned, some of 
which were indeed very fine. Cattle were not 
too well represented, for, with the exception of 
one or two lots there were none deserving of 
especial mention. Only one thorongh bred 
entire put in an appearance, but in the heavier 
breeds there was tolerably fair competition. 
The horses as a rule looked remarkably well, 
and reflected great credit on their owners, 
The Hon. the Colonial Secretary, Who arrived 
on the grounil about 11 a.m., together with Sir 
L. S. Leake and several other gentlemen, made 
a personal inspection of the stock and ex- 
pressed themselyes well pleased. The Judges, 
amongst whom we noticed those well-known 
connoisseurs Mesas.

Hardey, and Robert Seott., performed their

guished guests as the Colonial Seeretary and 
vir Luke naturally led to much sperchifying, 
this being the first occasion on which either of 
these gentlemen hut visited that fownship, and 
the opportunity was zvailed of by the leading 
eattlers in makicge known the wants of the dis- 
tiets ‘The Cidonini Secretary in replying to 
the toast of Lis heulih, thanked the settlers for 
the very cordial reception extended to him, 
and assured them of his earnest desire to make 
himself not only personally known to them, 
but understood, and although he was net in 
a position to sprak definitely on any of the 
leiding potitical questions of the day, he 
would noverth«less tell them that in arrauging 
a programin ` for ihe fatare he wonld nos lose 
sight of the groat want of beiter infernal com- 
munication, which must neccessarily retard not 
only the progres of the Eastern Districts, but 
of the whole evlony, He was sa es fo ro- 
gard the action of the Council in declining the 
proposal for a monthly steam service to the 
Colonies lately put forward by Messrs, Lilly & 
Co., a3 a mistake, but as this matter was dis- 
posed of prior to his arrival in their midst he 
deemed it better to leave the explanation to 
other speakera, The EKasteru districts so far 
ashe had yet scen them offered many attrac- 
tions, and had many pleasing features; and 
on the whole, he curiaiuly did not regret hav- 
ing taken the trip. The hon. gentleman was 
loudly chevred on resuming his svat, wid it 
was evident that the applause was an indica- 
tion of the favorable impression he had made 
upon his henrers. 

Sir Luke Leake complimented his friend the 
Colonial Secretary on the success of his maiden 
speech, notwithstanding the ups and downs 
with which he had contended, and said he 
hoped that the settlers would not be led to 
think for one moment that the Council had 
overlooked the interests of their constituents 
in the matter of cither Railways or Steamboats. 
As to the former he thought ft prudent to 
await the arrival of Sir Harry Ord, our new 
Governor, whose opinion as am eminent engi- 
neer, would be exceedingly valuable. Refer- 
ring to the proposal for a steain service to the 
colonics he could assure them that, hal the 


~ matter assumed anything like a definite shape, 


the Conncil would wot have passed it over as 
they did. Sir Luke though he had beon so 
many years in the colony bad never before 
been so far south of York, and- certainly was 
surprised at the success they hadachieved. He 
congratulated them warmly. He saw many 
familiar faces around him, some who were his 
schoolfellows sat at that table, and he sin- 
cerely hoped that this would not be his only 
visit to the district. 

Mr. Smith, one of the oldest settlers in 
Beverley, spoke warmly on the Railway ques- 
tion, advocating the commencement of the 

roposed line frora Guildford towards York, 
nstead of Fremantle, and thought it a“ crying 
shame ” that the interests of the Eastern dis- 
tricts should be thus sacrificed. 

Several speakers followed, but owing to the 
irregularity of the crowd around the building 
it was impossible to understand a word from 
them. The Annual Meeting of the Socicty 
was held somewhat later in the day, wien 
those who had been srccessful wilh their ex- 
hibits were duly disposed of with a cheque for 
the amount of their respective prizes. 

Old English Sports. such as foot-racing, 
jumping, &¢., were the order of the day outside, 
a programme having been arranged by Mr. 
Lennard, and some cash supplied by a few for 
the purpose.” i 

A Bazaar in aid of the Beverley Parsonage 
was also s sucecss, the fair vendors counting 
out something to the tune of £50, as proceeds 
at the clos of the day. 

The “ Avon Minstrels” from York were an- 
nounced to give-a performance in the evening 
on behalf of the York Mechanics’ Institute, 
but fram some reason best known to themselves 
the performance “ didn’t come of.” The York 
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Band played a few tunes at the Bazaar, and 
again in the evening, but their programme was 
not sufficiently attractive tomakeit a “ paying 
consarn.” 

The proceedings of the day closed with a 
dance at the “ Settlers’ Arms,” where the lovers 
of “terpsichore ” thoroughly enjoyed theim- 
selves till near midnight. There was compara- 
tively Jittle drunkenness, the police having 
most trouble in getting rid of the natives who 
assembled in large numbers on this occasion.

HUMBLY SHEWETH— 


That th districts have now been settled 
over 44 y "3; that owing to circumstances 
over which we had no control, the progress of 
sottloment and the cultivation of the land has 
not advanced in a proper ratio, commensurate 
with the natural capabilities of the eauniry. 

That along the valley of the Avon. a distance 
of over one hundred miles, there are nearly 
500,000 acres of land fit for corn-growing. 
That up to last year only 18,159 acres of this 
land were brought into cultivation, 8,259 acres 
of whieh were under wheat. That owing to 
our distanca (74 milvus) from the shipping port, 
aud the lily and bad ronds over which we 
have to convey our produce, we find we can- 
not compete with importers from Adelaide, 
That in the last cighteun months over £45,000 
has been sont away for fom, in addition to a 
large amount for horse corn. That if we had 
a cheaper mode of transit to the nearest water 
carriage at the town of Guildford, we could 
not only supply all Jocal warts, but produce 
sufficient, in ordinary seasons, to create a large 
export tradu. That under the existing order 
of things itcosts fourteen penco to send a 
bushel of wheat tu Fremanuile, while the im- 
porter enn land it there at uncer sixpence, 

That in the face of so many diadvantages, 
it is not surprising that wheat-vrowing has 

eon only a secondary conid ion, aud in 
n great measure has been supersede by the 
Sandalwood trade which. although 9 lucrative 
business for the M-rchant, returns bat n niiser- 
able pittance to the entters and earric: 

That if the cost of carriage was reduce: 
Gd, per bushel, wheat-yrowing woul pay 
small fariner much better than sandalwood 
carting ; more laud would be cultivated, more 
employment created for expected Immigrants, 
and the general revenne angmented by the 
larger cousmoption of Imports Thus the 
whole ecluny woul] be benefited, the inhabit- 
ants of the towns supplied with good sonnd 
home-grown flour; and the cost of all other 
articles of general consumption considerably 
redneed. 

Should these Districts be connected by rail 
with the water carriage at Guildford we ‘could 
compete with corn-growers in any part of the 
world. 

That it is the decided opinion of men of all 
classes and shades of politics, that the time has 
come when moncy must be borrowed for pub- 
lic works on a large seale, and that the first 
and most beneficial public work would be the 
commencement of a Railway starting from the 
Swan at Guildford and extending to these 
Rastem Districts by such a route as will confer 
the greatest benefit on our united districts and 
the general public. 

Your Memorialists, moreover, feel confident 
such a line would benetit the colony much 
more than the contemplated line from Wre- 
mantle to Guildford; added to this we fear 
that should this line, running closa to a good 
navigable river be commenced, none of the 

resent generation will ace it continued to the 
fastern Districts, and they fail to sce how it 
would benefit their present position, as goods 
can now be conveyed from Guildford by the 
present river steamers cheaper than by rail. 

The present traffic on our road is larger than 
in any other part of the colony. We send 
down now 4000 tons of the Exports. ‘hat at 

the last census the inhabitants were one-fifth 
of the whole population, that we posses: over 
one-third of the sheep, one-third of the horses, 
one-sixth of the cattle, and onc-halfthe switte 
in the cvlony. That the present trafie would 
be quadrupled in a few years by a Railway. 
That the line mast necessarily run throngh a 
well-timbered (ract of country, and open up 
much land fit for settlement. That there is 
littig doubt it would pay interest, working ex- 
penseg and leave m consid-rablo* marvin for 
profit, Whereas iho Fromantlo nad Guildford 
liue would have to contend with the existing 
river steamers, which would, in all probability, 
still get a Jarge share of the carryin~ trade, 
consideral'y reducing their reecipts, nuq it i 
han doubtfal if it would poy king 
ws, and ja such n line aaa and 
gling community such a; we are cannot 
afford to borrow money to construct, 

Your Memorialists therefore earnestly pray

[Before His Honor the Chief Justice.) 


WEDNESDAY, OCTOBER 10, 1877. 
Croucu v. WILDING.—SWALE V. WILDING. 


These cases were tried by a common jury, 
ccmnoscd of the following gentlemen :—Messrs. 
H. Birch, (foremsn), C. Ferguson, J. Dyson, 
J. Roser, A. Sweeney, J. McCleery, E, Tonkin, 
J. Male, Jabez White, E. Cochran, Martin, and 
J, Thorp, 

Both of these actions arose out of the Mo- 
kine fire, at which time it is alleged both 
Crouch and Swale suffered to a great extent 
through the Defendant's negligence in maneg- 
ing a bush fire he had lighted. Damages were 
laid at £200 in cach case. 

The Attorney General, instructed by Mr. 
Leake, Q.C., appeared for the Plaintiffs. The 
Defendant conducted his own case. 

The Attorney General briefly opened the 
case for the Plaint by stating that the Defend- 
ant hal so behaved in saving bis own property 
as to endanger that of others. He proposed 
to proeeed with the two cases concurrently.

Knew 
that two of your men and horses were in the 
direction of Moline, You told me the instruc- 
tians you gave to Chadbourne were to save 
the horses and not mind the rashes. I cannot 
soy what was the particular direction of the 
fire.

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James Crovch—I am Plaintiff. Am a farmer 
living near Lawnswood. I have lived there 
about 17 years. My block of land is on De- 
fendant’s ruu I was reaping wheat on the 
day of the fire. Pratt and my daughter were 
assisting me to reap. I had about four acres 
of wheat on my Tillage Lease. I had only 
reaped about an acre when the fire broke out. 
I left work to go to Byfield; it was about 10 
o'clock. The others stopped at work. It was 
five minutes to 12 when | left dinner. When 
I came out I looked to see if any fires were 
about. I went back to Byfield aud he called 
my attention to a small cloud of smoke. I 
jadged it to be about a mile away, somewhere 
about the Eadine, There isa bill between me 
and the Eadine Iwas on the Guildford side 
from where the road runs in, The old road 
runs through the middle of the laud.  Swail 
came along shortly after and I asked him if 
he had lighted the fire, 1 went to the fire 
across the bush, a distance of half a mile I 
could hear it roaring. I then went down to 
my 100-acre block and found Prati and daugh- 
ter at work. I could sce but one dire, It did 
not appear to have reached the Northam side 
of Eadine Bridge, to the westward of Mokine, 
I put my wheat on the fallowed gronnd, A 
man named Playle came to me and from 
what he told me I went to my homestead. 
Very strong N.W, wind blowing.  Ployle 
helped me to put the fire out at my homestead. 
Next day I visited my 100-acre block and 
found greatest part of wheat and 90 chains of 
fencing burnt. I put up about 56 chsins, It 
was in 1870 I commenced to put up the fence. 
Such a fence would cost about a £1 per chain, 
Part of the fence belonged to defendant. The 
portion belonging to me was worth £50. 
About two acres of wheat were burnt. I 
reckon the two acres would have yielded 20 
bushels to the acre, About an acre of melons 
was also destroyed, also 70 acres of feed. I 
have had a few words with the Defendant 
since the fire. To fire the country the way the 
Defendant did would set the whole country in 
a blaze, and if he had not made a fire at all 
the original fire could have been put out by 
twe or three hands, The road from Mokine 
to the main road leaves my block to the right 
The fire that the defendant lighted was in a 
direet line for my place. The track on the 
Northam side of the Eadine Bridge I should 
have made use of to stop the fire. Had several 
ears’ experience in bush-fires. I eannot say 
ow the fire crossed the road. I was trying 
to keep the fire back from the Mokine road 
when I left my homestead, It did not appear 
to be a continuous fire. 

By His Honor—I belicve that the fire did not 
cross by its own influence, but that some one 
must have thrown it across from the «cj. © ‘inn 
in which the wind was blowing.My J'i aye 
Lease mizht have been burnt whether Wildin, 
had mad: a fire or not, if it had not been 
stopped. . 

By the Defendant—I did accuse Swail of 
lighting the fire. I baveno doubt it was the 
original fire. J was not aware you had sheep 
running at Mokine, I know you had a quin- 
tity of large stock there. The fire was at the 
“Basin " when I first saw it. I eannot say 
exactly when I first thought of seeing you. 

By the Attorney General—There is plenty 
of grass about the Eadyne, also between the 
“ Basin ” and the Eadyne. 

By the Defendant—There is grass growing 
on the hill between Kadyne Bridge and the 
“ Basin,” 

Ward Swale—Reside at Juradine, Remem- 
ber the fire at Mokine. Was at Lawnswood 
on that day Came up from Guildford, Can- 
not say what time it was when I left, When 
I got to Chimney Hut Gulley Crouch and 
Byfield were there, If there had been any 
smoke abont on my way down it would not 
bave eseaped my notice, They accused me of 
setting fire to the bush, and directed my atten- 
tion to smoke. Reached Juradine about dusk ; 
fonnd my stacks burnt down ; they contained 
from 26 to 30 tons of hay. Have bought hay 
at £5 per ton since the fire. Consider my 
garden worth £7 or £8, and some harness 
which was destroyed to be worth £4. Have 
lived about four years at Juradine. There 
was a very strong wind that day, I have had 
some experience at bush-fires, Cannot see 
that Lawnswood was in any danger. - 

By the Defendant—You were at Lawnswood 
when I eame and left you there. I was mis- 
taken about the horse. Do not know why you 
made the fire. The original fire might have 
burnt my premises, Think it would. 

The Court was then adjourned until the fol- 
lowing morning. 


THURSDAY, OCTOBER 11, 1877. 

James Barndon—On the day of the Mokine 
fire was driving eattle from wnhswood, and 
reached home about 10 or 11 am. About 12 
o'clock when I first saw the fire. Know the 
eountry where the fire broke out, and do not 
eonsider there was any neeessity to light the 
fire the defendant did, the wind blowing in 
the direction it did at the time, Know the 
Mitcheson’s Rock road. (annot say what 
effeet the fire defendant lighted might have 
had. If the eriginal fire had been left alone 
ibe acsults might have been different. 

By the Defendant—It is the nearest from 
the grassy gap to the “Basin.” There was 
nothing to prevent the fire going in a straight 
direction to the “ Basin.” There is an ironstone 
hill between Eadyne Bridge and the “ Basin.” 
There is no 4 om the summit of the hill. 
There is nothing to prevent the original fire 
taking a direct course: to the “Basin.” I sup- 
pose that was the direction it took. Am not 

tive whether all the gullies were dried up. 
ink one was not dry. I have seen fire fly 
50 or 60 yards ahcad of the rest. 

William Lemon—Am a laborer and remem- 
ber the Mokine fire. Was in the service of 
Swale, Was alone on the premises that day. 


About 2 o'clock I fira) saw emoke, Did not 
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see Names till about 4 or 5 o'clock. Shoyld 
say there were from 26 to 30 tons of bay in 
both stacks, Only managed to save the house. 
The garden, fences, aud stable were burnt, 
Been farm servant all my life. 

Joseph Lockyer—Reside at Northam. Am 
a farmer, and remember the Mokine fire. Saw 
Swale's stacks of hay. Should say therc were 
about 26 tons in both stacks. Appeared to be 
very good hay, but cannot say the value per 
ton, 

By the Deferlant—I believe that you were 
a greater loser than Swale, Believe thata fire 
at the time of year this occured wonld travel 
with the wind. Would not po over the Lil. 
Nothing to prevent the original fire taking th» 
course it did. 

By the Attorney General— now the Gu 
ford side of road and the Mudyne Dy 
Would enlarge the original fire to light ane 
as the defendant did, but cannot 
would increase iis rapidity. The 
ley empties itself into the Warrauius., 
is some good feeding country round thu 
from the Eadyne. 

By the Defendant—The grassy country isi 
the southward of the hill. 

By a Juryman—Cannot say pu tively ns to 
the contents of the stacks. 

Frederick Morrell—Am a farmer.

Walter Pratt—Helped to put up. Croveh's 
fences, Recaived £2 a month and rations, 
Was employed three months at it.

By the Defendant—The fire came from the 
direction of the Mokine. 

The witness Dufiy whose behavionr was so 
disgraceful on the previous day, was ordered

Went through slip rails on 
to Northam road. Could sce smoke. Defend- 
ant directed me to light along the side of road 
toend of paddock. Chadbourne lighted to- 
wards Northam, The fire was 200 yards from 
Guildford corner of Lawnewood paddock. The 
Defendant's children were with him and Chad- 
bourne. Burnt to meet Chadbourne. When 
I got to Chadbourne the fire was going towards 
Mokine. The original fire might have been 
half the size of the Government Garden, Over- 
took the other: atthe corner of the paddock. 
The fire was Durnin, and no coe patting i 
out.

By the Defendant—1 im vie ste when 
I hard the cry of fire. You did not warn me 
`: ı ço to the fire. You did not to'l 
me lu p- i 4c, when you came back, The 
fire was at the gully when we got there, Did 
not sce a hangnvon, Did not step with son 
and dansiucr, When I first went to the fire I 
could not sc the far side of it, The country 
was very grassy, You told me to burn towards 
Ngtham. ‘The fire was 200 yards off the road 
in the Mokine direction, Remember your tell- 
ing Chadbourne that it was a large fire and to 
iry and save tho horses if he lost the dray. 
Chadbourne returned and said he could not 
get there ns tho fire lhad crossed the road. 
You sent hin back the eveund time. Aliec and 
Tom had gone to their inner when Chad- 
Loinne returned the sceond tinto, 

By His Honer—I am unt quite ecrtain 
whether Chadbourne hed his dinner before Mr, 
Wilding sent bim back the second time. 

By the Defendant—Remember Alice and 
Tommy yoing to the paddock to give the pony 
a drink. Isay now that you never paid me 
what you promised, 

By a juryman—It was grassy on both sides 
of the road. 

This closed the case for the Plaintiffs, 
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OPENING ADDRESS. 


Mr. Wilding opened his case wilh the fol- 
lowing address —May it please your Honor 
aud gentlemen of the jury—I feel my inability, 
gentlemen, to lay this case before you ina 
vivid and clear manner, but as I om so igno- 
rant that the gentlemen of the legal profession 
cannot, or will not, understnud my ease, and 
lay the merits of the case before you, I em 
compelled in the interests of mysclf ond 
family to try and do so myself. Before the 
commencement of these lonp-to-be-remem- 
bercd trials, I tried in every conceivable way 
to come to sume amicable arrangement with 
Mr. Leeder, knowing that he lost a good deal 
of property as well as myself ; and a plan was 
suggested which would not bear unequally on 
either of us, At first, Mr, Leeder agreed to 
setile it mutually by arbitration, but as I did 
not press him at ones he beeame very cool, 
and sought advice from every lawyer whether 
he could not get out of payingat all, He went 
to Mr. Bart who told him that he was liable, 
and he had better make it up in the ea-iest 
way he could. He was then inelined to do 
so, and we began to mention differant parties 
who should act as arbitrators, if we could no! 
come to terms ourselve:, At about this stage 
of afiuirs I made a proposition to him to this 
effeet—ithat if he would pay me £300 in three 
years I would put all the amount I could back 
to him in his business, and anything he could 
assist in carting material for buikling or fences 
should be taken from the amount. But mind 
you, gentlemen, this amount would not repre- 
Sent the losses I sustained, as assessed by a 
competent man to be above £600. About this 
time Mr, Leake got bold of the case, and not 
being on friendly terns with me, from causes 
that are well known to me,—having exposed 
some wrongs I received or believed I received 
at his hands—I resorted to the public print. 
Is it to be wondered that this gentleman to 
gratify his feelings would have carried these 
actions to their present crisis! Or is it to be 

. 
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wondered at that these two men, Daily and 
Chadbourn, who were disebargei irom my 
employ for geiling drunk and uegice ing my 
horses, after they had been racing, were made 
casy dupes to carry on these crushing ac'ious 
Now, gentlemen, I will call my witnesses, ard 
it will be clearly shown that the fire which 
burnt down Mokine, was not the one 1 lighted, 
and I hope to shew you that Lam not the vik 
lain I have been painted during the procced- 
ings in these trials. You have heard from all 
the witnesses that the original fire would have 
burnt Crouch’s and Swale’s property. Surely, 
gentlemen, you will give me credit for doing 
my best under the cireumstances, and if one 
man's mode of dealing with a fire is different 
to that of another, it docs not follow that the 
plan I adopted was not the best. It has been 
insinuated that J threw ibe fire neross the road, 
Now you know, gentlemen, i: issimply absard 
to say that if a fire is burning on oLe aide of 
fair: read, it ig not to burn on the o'her side, 
without being thrown across. Nodoubi, many 
eontiom en, har d some capericne2 
atter of bush-fires and I only appeal 
common sense in the matter. The 
ja whiel the witnessss have given 
> will give you an idee of tie 
wo onisting towards me in this matter. 
Yuro isan animus that must be appar 
y which has been ese 
ated for Mr, Leeder hac, I fear, done much 
towards danning my causo, With these few 
observation: geultlumen, 1 will now call my 
witnesses. 


Rosanna Wilding, wife of (cfendant, de- 
poscd—NRemember my davchter Alec calling 
my atlention to a fire. My husband went. 
When Chadbourne returned in the evening he 
said he evuld not cross the road on eecount of 
the fire. 

Alice Wilding, desrhter of the 
remembered poing io the fire As ag we 
got through the slip retts I siw flamos, My 
father told Ciatbourne, Duffy. and ine to re 
main there until he returned. He said he 
waned to see if the Tive had erossed the rond. 
He told Chadbourne to licht along the road 
towards Northain, Cannot sey how far the 
fire was from the road. The r: had barut 
np to the road. 

By His Horor—There was 2 space Letween 
the road and the fire. ; 

The witness continued—I sew three kanga- 
roos cross the road. After we had done bum- 
ing, remember my father telling Chadbourne 
to go to Mokine. He returiicd, saying the fire 
"dA crowd the road, My father sent him 
bech Luamediat: ly. 

Thomas Wilding, son of the defendant, cor- 
Toborated the statement of the previous wit- 
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ness, 

dolu I Gregury—I an a shcep-farmer and 
grazicr near Mokine. Resivmber the I ne 
fire. On the 16th Dee., 1876, al 12 o'clock, 
noon, I could not see any smoke of Wueh-fires 
At a quarter to), noticed a larce fire in the 
diveetion of the Warranine. The wind was 
blowing due north, Live three miles dus 
south of Mohkine. It continued to blow for 
two bonrs when it ycercd round to the south- 
wrat. I was fuarfnl the fire would rach my 
place and made as much preparation as I 
could. Without exception it was the severest 
fire I have known for the lait 30 yeers. As 
soon as I had got my corn in, started for Mo- 
kine, and from what I heard from my sons I 
returned home, 

By the Defendant—Should think the fire 
travelled nt least 6 or 7 miles per bonur. A 
fire might possibly burn agrinst the wind. A 
cattle traek is a means by which to extinguish 
afire, but in your case a track would have 
been of little nse, blowing as it did.The origi- 
nal fire must bave done the damage, 1 cannot 
see that the fire made by you could have 
hastened the progress of the original fire at all, 

By the Attyiney Gencral—My sons told me 
about the fire The defendant showed me 
where he ligh’cad the fire. It ia about 100 
yards from the commer of paddcck to gully ; it 
runs into the Warranine. ‘The crigiral fire 
was travelling from nerth to south, The 
couniry is thickly grassed. li was about three 
o'clock When the wind changed, 

By a Juryma:—Vive is carricd a great dis- 
tance at times. 

William Giblett—Know the country where 
the fire originated, It is not grassy by the 
side of the rand. 1 should eny the fire lighted 
by vou would Leave to go round the hill, 1t 
conld not overtake the original fire, 

Ry the Attorney Gencral—Am acquainted 
with the country, It isgrassy ashort distance 
from the road. 

William Tarling—Was living with the De- 
fendant as teamstcr at the time cf the Mckine 


fire Was near to Mokine when the fire broke 
out, 1t eame up from the dircedion of the 


“ Basin.” The fire followed me up the gully. 
By the Attorney General—it was about 2 
o’elock when 1 saw the fire. 

_ The Defendant was then asked a few ques- 
tions as to What stock he had on the iunat the 
time of the fire. 

The evideice forthe defence being concluded 
Mr. Wilding briefly summed ep his case. 
The Attorney General replied. 

_His Honor on charging the jury, very for- 
cibly explained in what way the jury could 
arrive at a proper conclusion, He informed 
them it would be necessary for them to he 
Salisticd that the Piaintiis’ propery world 
not havo beer destroyel had the defendant 
not lighted the fire, innocently or not, before 
they could find a verdict for the Plaintiffs. 

The jury Were absent about an hour and a 
half when they returned with a verdict for dee 
fendant in both cases. 
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
